EXPLOSION WRECKS PART OF CARTRIDGE FA 
‘TWELVE EMPLOYEES KILLED, TWENTY-THREE 
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Thousands See Jackson Zouave Patrol Win Honors Again 
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FOUR WOMEN AMONG 
VICTIMS OF BLAST 
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BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Alton, Ill., July 10.—Twelve rer- 
sons are known to have been killed 
and 23 injured in an explosion which 
occurred this afternoon in the metal- 
lie shell department of the Western 
Cartridge company plant at [ast 
Alton. 

Four of the dead are women. They 
are Mrs. Mittie Warren, of Alton, 
mothe of ten children; Miss Anna 
Gorman, of Alton; Miss Ruth Green, 
of Alten, and Miss Haxel Young, 
Rockford, Ill. The men employed 
killed are William Brummer, of East 
Alton; Frank Bennes, of Alton: Rus- 
sell Reyburn, of Brownstown, IIl.: 
Charles Hawkins, Alton; Howard 
Elunter, of Alton, and three others not 
yet identified. 

Three of those injured, it is feared, 
will die while many of those hurt 
are said to be in a serious condition, 
but not in danger of death. In addi- 
tion to the 15 reported seriously hurt 
were ten other employees who were 
said te have suffered superficial in- 
juries and were able to go to their 
homes, 

The plant is about five miles east 
of this city. When word of the ex- 
plosion was sent here, the detonation 
of whieh had been felt in this city, 
all available physicians and nurses 
‘were dispatched to the plant in am- 
| bulances and automobiles.

Drainage Work 
Stops Overflow 


As the result of the Peachtree creek 
drainage work done by the board of 


county commissioners, there has been 
no overflow in the Peachtree creek 
valley this year. 

This is the first time on record 
that the bottom lands of Peachtree 
creek have not been overflowed, and 
the county commissioners are much 
pleased at the good results already 
shown by the drainage work which 
began at the point where Peachtree 
Road crosses the creek -and which 
has already been completed to a con- 
siderable distance below the Howell 
Mill road crossing of the creek and is 
being continued to the Bolton road 
crossing at the old Moore’s mill. 

All of the “kinks” in the creek are 
being taken out, the curves being made 
gradual and continuous. In many 
places an entirely nm‘w channel has 
re dredged and as the dredge moves 
forward the old channel is being clear- 
ed and deepened, thus permitting an 
easy flow of the water. 

There has not been any overflow 
of the banks at any time at any point 
where the dredging has been complet- 
ed, and this was particularly notice- 
able during the heavy rains of a few 
weeks ago. Heretofore such rains have 
always flooded these lands. 

The relief wrought by the dredging 
work has been a source of much pleas- 
ure to the children of the Veacitree 
Heights school. The yard of this 
school runs down to the creek mak- 
ing a beautiful playground, bui sev- 
eral times every year, until now, it 
has been flooded by rains, and after 
the water receded the grotnds have 
been unusable for weeks. 

This yeer the children of the school!

Soot deprived of its use a single day. 

This dredging is being done by the 
Morris Drainage company, of Mari- 
etta, and the county authorities are 
much pleased with the resu‘ts so far 
obtained.

mates in the sanitarium; 

“Provided, that such convicts as 
are now at the state farm under the 
provision of law sball be transferred 
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to the state sanitarium and there} 
kept until such insanity is cured and 


any insane convict that is cured of 
insanity before the expiration of the 
term for which he is sentenced, under 
the direction of the prison commis- 
sion, he shall be transferred to the 
state. penitentiary.”

If you were to look into 
one of the great rotary kilns 
in acement mill, you would 
see only a glare of light so 
intense that it would be 
like looking at the noon- 
day sun. For a few mo- 


ments after, you would be 
unable to see anything.

Bills Introduced 
To Strip Prison 


Board ot Powers 


Under two companion bills, intro- 
duced in the house of representatives 
on Tuesday by Perryman, of Talbot 
and Covington of Colquitt, the state 
prison commission would be deprived 
of its authority over the state prison 
farm and convict camps. These du- 
ties would be placed upon the shoul- 
ders of a state warden, and the pres- 
ent prifon commission would be con- 
tinued in office as a board of pardons, 
with a reduction in salaries of the 
members to $2,000, instead of $3,500, 
as at present. Their duties would 
be limited to passing on applicatiehs 
for clemency and making recommen- 
dation on such applications to the 
governor. 

Under these bills the warden would 
be elected and serve under the direc- 
tion of a prison commission of five in- 
telligent and upright citizens who will 
be appointed by the governor for 
terms of of varying length, to serve 
without compensation. The present 
governor would appoint the entire 
commission, but future governors 
would only appoint two members as 
their terms expire, and future ap- 


pointments would be for terms of five ' 


vears each. These commissioners 
would be prohibited from holding 
other state, county or municipal offi- 
ees, or having any financial interest 
or connection with any business which 
trades with or furnishes material,

‘GEORGIA LAW BOOK 


Ex-State Senator Perry 
Gives His Views on 


Migration of Negro 


| Judge Blanton Fortson 


Agrees With Jacobs 
On Negro Exodus 


Editor Constitution: At a meeting in Jack- 

son, Miss., H. W. Stone is quoted as saying: 
“I have lived in the delta for sixty years, I 
bave lived among and handled negroes, and 
the reason the negro is leaving Mississippi ‘s 
because some white men are swindung them. 
I know lots of folks who have become rich 
in this way." 
*.I am,not familiar with the people of the 
delta and do not dispute Mr. Stone’s wate- 
ment about the people of that section. I 
have lived in Georgia and worked with ne- 
crocs and employed them for seventy-four 
years and I most emphatically assert thnt 
Mr. Stone's statement does not apply to this 
section of the south. There are men in al! 
sections who will cheat a r-gro or a white 
man, but they are the exception. The pe- 
Ple generally are willing for the negro to 
have all that belongs to him. The negroes 
for a long time have been sufficiently edn- 
cated to know when a man cheated them and 
soon that man could not hire any negro. Th? 
men who treat them right are the ones who 
get the Iabor. Neither has the negro :eft 
the south through fear for the mob law or 
any ill treatment, 

He has not migrated in search of better 
schools or better houses, with city water 
and baths. He prefers to go down to the 
rock shoals on the branch where the alders 
grow thick and step down into the cleur, 
running water and take his bath./ Many 
folks are imagining many things that morcd 
the negro from the south, but most of the 
reasons are purely imaginary.

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
profound interest Dr. Thornwell Jacobs’ ar- 
ticle in Sunday's Constitution on the negro 
emigration and hasten to endorse it and to 
congratulate you upon opening your columns 
to so full a discussion of this most rital 
question to the south. 

De Tocqueville, writing in the year 1832, 
remarked in his ‘‘Democracy in America’’ 
(Vol, Chap. XVIII.) that ‘‘the most forml- 
dable of all the ills which threaten the fu- 
ture existence of the urtion arises from the 
presence of a black population upon its ter- 
ritory.’’ \ 

Viscount James Bryce, writing sixty years 
later, said in his ‘‘American Commonwealth” 
‘‘But for one difficulty the south might we!l 
be thought to be the most promising part cf 
the union, that part whose advance is likely 
to be swiftest and whose prosperity will fe 
not the least secure. The difficulty, howerer, 
ig a serious one; it lies in the presence of 
9,000,000 negroes."’ 

All discerning foreigners who have made 
a study of the question have reached the in- 
evitable conclusion, so far as I am aware, 
that this section will be perpetually retarded 
in its development so long as it contains 89 
large a proportion of this inferior race. 

Our own thoughtful observers have reach- 
ed similar conclusions. Thus that distin- 
guished Virginian, Vhilip A. Bruce, in ‘ils 
‘The Plantation Negro as a Freeman” ex- 
preeses the almost universal opinion of those 
who have thought the problem out in Its 
larger aspect, when he says: 

“It would be far better for the whole 
country if he (the negro) were withdrawn, 
even though withdrawn so suddenly as to 
wholly blight for a time the material ir- 
terests of the south. It wonld te better, 
indeed, for that entire section to be reie- 
gated to its primeval condition with a view 
to its being settled again exclusively by a 
white population just as if it were virgin 
territory, than for it to maintain its pre< 
ent position partiaily through the manual 
exertions of the blacks, but with the in- 
dividuals of that race increasing so rapidly 
as to threaten the extinction in the end of 
every element of prosperity, with no hope «?

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Truth of Bible 


“Tt is not a choice of mud wver

night. f 

Mr. Bryan’s statement was made to 
newspaper reporters shortly before he 
left Atlanta to return to his home in 
Miami, Fla., after addressing the Geor- 
gia general assembly Tuesday morn- 
ifig in an unsuccessful effort to secure 
ee of teaching evolution 
“as truth” in state supported schools 
and after a lecture at the Harris 
Street Presbyterian church Tuesday 
evening in which he defended the 
five fundamentals of the evangeiical 
churches, 


Attacks Bryan. 


Following his lecture, Mr. Bryan’s 
attention was called by reporters to 
the attack that had been made on 
him by Rev. Edmund D. Soper, pro- 
fessor of history and -relizgion at 
Northwestern university, Chicago. 
Professor Soper had called him “an 
exceedingly dangerous man to relig- 
ious thought,” and had declared that 
“man must have come up either from 
monkeys or from the dust, and I can 
see no advantage of mud over mon- 
keys.” 

Mr. Bryan declared that the dan- 
gerous man to religious thought is 
“the one who would reject the Bible 
as mythical and would substitute for 
its teachings the unproved guess of 
sciéntists who cannot themselves agree 
on what they believe.” 


Literal Truth of Bible. 


In his lecture at Harris street 
church Mr. Bryan warmly defended 
the literal truth of the Bible, the lit- 
eral truth of the virgin birth of Christ 
the sacrificial character of Christ’s 
death, the literal truth of the story 
of the resurrection and his belief in 
the miracles described in the ‘our 
gospels. 

Upholding the sacrificial character 
of Christ’s death, Mr. Brvan de-

HARD COAL REPORT 


Washington, July 10.—Labor or- 
ganizations find substantial reasons 
for dissatisfaction with the report on 
the anthracite industry just completed 
by the coal commission, Samuel Gomp- 
ers, president of the ‘American Fed- 
eration of Labor, declared today in a 
statement. The commission’s recom- 
mendations, he said, contain “real 


penalties for miners, but phantom 
penalties for mine operators,” partic- 
ularly ir that they are aimed at mak- 
ing strikes in the industry impos- 
sible, because they contemplate ‘‘com- 


pulsory labor.” 

“It is plain to see that of all of 
the ‘bright minds’ on the committee 
not one was a representative of the 
coal miners,” the statement said. “If 
there had been a single representa- 
tive of the men who actually produce 
antracite coal, the commission would 
scarcely have recommended that the 
president be given full power to fix 
the wages to be paid the workers 
in the event of a suspension of min- 
ing operations. 

“Retain Right to Strike.” 

“Any attempt to outlaw the right 
to stop work as a means of improving 
the condition of the working people of 
the United States is doomed to fail. 
Such attempts have failed in the past 
and will be equally unsuccessful in 
the future. Labor will never give up 
the right to strike as a last resort in 
the fight against wrong and oppres- 
sion. 

“The very fact that the commission 
found that anthracite operators are 
receiving nearly three times as large 
a profit as before the war is a strong 
argument against any attempt to force 
the miners to remain at work, year in 
and year out, regardless of the atti- 
tude of the mine owners.

Paris, the 


American who here 
with their French sives after the 
war, thinking they could earn a live- 


lihood, are giving up the fight and re- 
turning to America. 

The latest to be repatriated was a 
former service man of 21 who was 
struggling to support a young wife 
and two bies on 20 frances a day, 
xs a lab in a cemetery. 

Forced to live in a small, dark 
room and eating instifficiently and 
badly, the whole family suffered in 
health, the two ‘babies contracting 
pneumonia. 


The doctor’s fee of 20 francs a visit 
made it impossible for the young 
couple to pay the rent of their wretch- 
ed quarters or to secure nourishing 
food. : 

In despair, they appealed to the 
American Aid society. The organiza- 
tion tided them over their difficulties 
and has just now booked passage for 
the family back to the United States. 

Meanwhile Americaa attorneys in 
Paris are attempting to get the 
French laws amended so that hun- 
dreds of French girls, who have been 
deserted by their American doughboy 
husbands, ean get divorces. 

Under the French law it is impos- 
sible for wives who have been aban- 
doned to get divorces because the 
domicile of a French woman always 
follows her husband. 

When an abandoned wife secks a 
divorce here she is informed that she 
must go ‘to the United States, find 
her husband, and then institute pro- 
ceedings. 

This is usually an impossibility Sut 
even if she d:d go to America ther? 
would be very little likelihood that the 
husband could ever be traced. 

Unless the law is amended, it means 
that hundreds of wives will 
never be able to remarry.

Claimed Cause 


Berlin, July 10.—When love clots 
and clogs in a man’s system he be- 
comes a capitalist. If his normal Jove 
is curbed, his “love impulse’ turns 
to money-making. ; 

At least. so opines Dr. Oskar Pfis: 
ter, Swiss author, physician und 
psycho-analyst, in his latest book, 
“The Spiritual Construction of the 
Classical Capitalism and the 
Spirit.” 

Pfister agrees only partly with the 
German psychologist, Weber, who be- 
lieved capitalism was a_ product of 
religion, especially of Calvinism. 
se stern doctrines, Weber keld, 
eaused men to vent their energies in 
other than customary channels, cspe- 
cially in the gathering of gold. 

But. says Pfister: 

“Only after love has been to a 
certain extent chained can the neurot- 
ie «6substitute—capitaliam—arise and 
stamp a man’s life with its immoder- 
ate impression.” Pfister claims chat 
in his practice he has found men who, 
restraining their passions, were com: 
pellingly foreed into the creation of 
ealth. 

: The noted German scientist. Dr. Fr. 
Mariaux. quarrels with Pfisters 
theory, saying that were his conten- 
tion true the monasteries of the mid- 
dle ages, with their abstinent mem- 
hers. would have been strongholds of 
capitalism. Capitalism is the product 
of economic conditions, he says.

Paris, July 10.—‘“We must take our 
place in the world. We are not con- 


scious of our obligations, but we 
must %e soon. We are like a New- 
foundliud pup, upsetting and break- 
ing dishes, but we will learn.”

SOUEIN ALABAMA 


Montgomery, Ala., July 10—Wheth- 
er Alabama will contir.ue the leasing 
of state convicts for four years more 
or end the practice is the one big

At the short term in January the 
law which provided for abolition of 
the lease system after January 1, 
1924, was amended to extend the time 


| four#years upon recommendation of 


Governor William W. Brandon. Since 
that action a popular movement was 
set on foot by the Alabama Leacue 
of Women Voters to end the convict 
leasing at once and the movement, 
according to league leaders, has gained 
such momentum that it would occa- 
sion no surprise if the legislature 
reversed its action and ended the svs- 
tem at once, or at least before the 
four years have elavsed. 

Spokesmen for the league frankly 
say that revelations of the Florida 
system provoked popular disfavor for 
Alabama’s leasing practice and that 
the record recently written in the 
sister state will iLuave much to do 
with action at this time. 

Governor Holds Same View. 

The governor has not changed his 
view on convict leasing, holding to 
his original idea that the convicts 
should be leased until the state pro- 
vides means for giving them em- 


| ployment that will make them assets 


instead of liabilities from a financial 
point,

duced will be one aboiishing the office 
of tax collector in counties of less 
than 35,000 population. Another bill, 
over which controversy is expected, 
will be one to regulate the practice 
of law.
